” “o | GENTLEMEN+-In accordance with the law defining the duties 
of Territorial Librarian, I herewith present my annual report.. - 
Immediately upon entering upon the duties of my office I 
caused advertisements, to be posted in various places, requesting 
all persons having books belonging to the Territorial Library 
to immediately return them. By this means I succeeded in 
obtaining fifty-three volumes which were loaned out by my pre- , 
decessor, and the greater number of- them loaned under his own 
signature. 
. The thirty-seven volumes yeti remaining out I think by perse- 
verance can be recovered. 

Several volumes of those that are missing are not in this 
Territory, hence I feel somewhat at a loss to know how to pro- 
ceed to recover them.
